We expressed our. hope that his recommenda- 
tion would be duly regarded. But we thoaght 
the proclamation defective, because, in recom- 
mending an approach to God in acis of grate- 
ful homage, no- mention was made of the only 
possible way in which sinful creatures can 
with acceptance, draw near to the Holy and 
Divine Majesty of keaven and earth. Ifby 
this opinion oar political principles can be fair- 
ly tested, the same criterion may, with equal 
propriety and justice, be extended to all A- 
Mmerican citizens, and those of cvery vcliginus 
denomination, and even-political persuasion, 
who think so highly of the Redeemer of sin- 
ners, as to believe his precious name ought to 
have been mentioned in a pullick document 
inviting to the performance of a religious duty, 
must relinguish their pretensions to republican- 
ism ; and those only who entertain opposite 

ntiments on this point, ean be justly demomi- 
nated repubdiicwn citizens. It is true, that the 
inhabitants of our couutry are unhappily divi- 
ded about the affairs of government, and that 
there exist inour land, two opposite and con- 
tending parties. But it is not true, that all the 
friends ofthe Redeemer belong to any one of 
those parties. Christians and in&dels, friends 
and enemies of the Son of God, are to be found 
in both. All true Cuaristians desire that the 
name of Carist should be known, acknow- 
ledged and honoured by all men, especially by 
those in authority, who have great influence 
over such as are in subordinate stations. But 
anti-christians have no regard to his name, no 
concern for his glory, and no desire to see his 
kingdym prosper in the world, and both rulers 
and raled own and submit to him as their only 
Redeemer and sovereign Lard. 

Ifthe Scripiures be the word of God, aur 
MEN, Without exception, ate bound to “ hon- 
our the Son, evenas they honour the Father ” 
and‘ he that honoureth not the Son, honour- 
eth not the Father who hath sent him,” It 
is im vain to pretend that ralers are exempted 
from thiy obligation. It is the will of the Most 
High, that “ at the name of Jesus, every 
knee should bow,and every tongue confess 
thut Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glery of 
God ¢he Father.” The duty of those who bear 
rae, in reference to the Son of God, is clearly 
stated in the fellow:ng words recorded by Da- 
vid, the king and the sweet singer of Israel: 
“Be wise O ye kings, be instructed, ye 
judges of the earth. Serve the Lord with 
fear, and rejoice with trembling Kiss (or 
embrace) the Son, lest he be anery, and ve 
perish from the way, when his wrath is kind- 
lad but a little.’ We, indeed. believe that the 
hingdom of Cirist.ts nat of this world, and 
are very far froin advocating the establishment 
ef any religion by law ; but we stand on sure 
and scriptura! ground, when we affirm that ci- 
viltulers, of every grade, and in every depart- 
ment, are bound to ebey the Gospel of Christ, 
honowr him ia peblick and ‘privafe, and im- 
prove every opportun ty afforded to them ef 
promating bis Cause, and recom Monding Nira 
to the esteem aad aceepiance 6f all wround 
them, as far as their inibuence exteads.

poctitical services are infinitely hateful to God, . 


who is a Spirit, and must be worshipped In 
spirit and truth, and that secret devotion ts the 
indispensable duty ofall men. We kaow that 
the hope of the hypocrite shall perish ; but be- 
lieve they are not ina safer state whose re 
to God forever lies concealed in their hearté, 
and never discovers itself in their lives ; oF 
whose religion is wholly confined to secret dey 
votion, & who are afraid or ashamed to make 
an open acknowledgaient of Ged, & a publick 
profession of the religion of Jesus Christ: for 
as Christ denounces judgments against hypo- 
crites ; so he declares positively, * Whosoever 
shall be ashamed of me and of my words 
in this adulterous and sinful generation, of Aim 
also shall the Son of man be ashamed, when 
he cometh in the glory of the Pather, and of 
the holy angels.” In the charge of hypocrisy 
there is nothing strange or unprecedented, Tt 
has been exhibited in numerous instances 1 
all ages of the world. There are many men 
who have not hardihood enongh to attack re- 
ligion in open day, under the name of religien ; 
buat, being enemies to it in their hearts, they 
dress itup in the garb of hypocrisy, and then 
attack, and try to vender it ridiculous. ‘They 
have not the effrontery to vilify true religion 
as such ; but, with great confidence and self- 
complacency, they declaim against hypocrisy, 
and in their ideas of it include all publick ex- 
pressions of regard or reverence ‘for God 
though required by his word, and huthorised: 
by the example of the wisest ard, best of men 
presented to our view in Sacred Flistory. God 
requires publick, as well as private worship, 
and expresses a peculiar regard to the service 
of the sanctuary. {fe delights more in the 
ates of Zion, than in all the ‘dwellings of 
Jacob. The Psalmist rendered publick praise 
for private mercies. flow mach more are we 
bownd to render publick thanks fer publiek 
national blessings! Andifthis, as well as ether 
acts of publick devotion, is to be branded with 
the odious name of hypocrisy, we know not 
how the President himself, who has recom- 
mended it, can be exempted from the charge. 
Without regatd to the reproaches or censures

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GEOGRAPHICAL. 

Bengal. 

‘Phe province of Beigal is larger than G. 
Britain. The great rivers Ganges [the ia. 
dostanee name of this is Padda or Padda. It is 
aisonamed Burra Goaga,orthe Great River, 
and Gonga, the River, by way of eminence. 
This explains the phrase, “bathingin Gonga,” 
which often occurs in the Periodical) Accounts | 
and Burrampooter, [the name 'n Sungskrit is 
Brahinapooter, i. e. the son of Brahina. | with 
their numerous branches and adjuncts, inter- 
sect the whole country, in such a wonderiul 
variety of directions, that except round Bard- 
wan, Birboom, &c. every place is situate with- 
in thirty miles of some navigable stream ; and 
generally within a third part of that distance. 
Thirty thousand boatmen are always employ- 
ed by this inland navigatien. 

The rivers in Bengal are extremely varia- 
ble in their course or channel, owing to the na- 
ture of the soil, which is that of sand or black 
mould: nothing so coarse as gravel being 
found nearer the sea than (Oudanulla) 400 
miles up the Ganges. This nobie rivet re- 
vcives in its course through the plains, eleven 
rivers, some of which are equal to the Rhine, 
and none smaller than the Thames, besides as 
many of lesser note. About 00 miles from the 
sea the Delta of the Ganges begins. ‘The two 
westermost branches, viz. the Cossimbazar & 
the JcHinghy rivers, umite & formithe Hoogly. 
The former is almost dry from October to 
May, and the latter is uamavigable for twoor 
three of the dryest maonths ; therefore the only 
subordinate branch of the Ganges (except the 
Hoogly) which is always navigable, is the 
Chundnah, separating at Moddapour,and ter- 
minating in the Hooringotta river. 

“Phe hot season begins with March, and 
€ontinues to the end of May. The rainy sea- 
gon continues from Juneto September. By 
the latter endof July all the lower parts of Ben- 
gal, contiguous to the two great rivers, are 
overflowed to an extent of above 100 miles in 
width, nothing appearing but villages & trees. 
Embarkations of every kind traverse the in- 
wadation: while husbandry and grazing are 
both suspended ! ‘Mhe periodical rains and 14- 
tense heat produce a vegitation unkrown in 
Earope ; and the rich variety of the vegetable 
creation delights the eye of every spectator. 

“ Phe lower part of the Detia, eailed the 
Sunderbunds, which is one hundred and 
eighty miles broad next the sea, is equal in ex- 
tent to the principality of Wales. This tract 
is completely enveloped in woods, and so 
abounds with tygers and other wild beasts, 
that all attempts toclear it have been yet in vain! 
Here salt is prenared, equal to the consump- 
tion of Bengal and its depend ncies, while 
those who make it are in cov tant perl of their 
lives. as the tygers not only appear on the mur- 
gin, bat offen, in ihe night tune, swim to the

HISTORICAL... 
From the Boston Duriy Advertiser. 
\» Algiers. 


Since writing the article of yesterday upon 


‘Algiers, a triend has furnished as with a smail 


volume, published at Salem in 1816, entitled a 
hictuy y vf the war beiween the United States 
and ‘T'ripolit and the other Barbary powers — 
It also gives a geographical and historical ac. 
court of those countries. The whole appears 
to have been compiled with industry and accu- 
racy, and contains a body of interesting infor- 
mation which we had no expectation of find- 
ing collected in a single work. 

The depredations of the Barbary powers on 
our commerce, commenced in October, 1786— 
Five American vessels, from Lisbon. were that 
year captured and carried into Algiers. In 
July, 1782, the Algerines capiured the Maria 
of Boston, and Dolphin of Philadelphia, and 
made slaves of their crews, most of whom re- 
mained in captivity ten or twelve years. In 
(1786, agents were sent to Algiers by our min- 
isters at London and Paris, with authority to 
make atreaty, but they were unsuccessful. In 
March, 1791, fourteen of the Maria’s and Dol 
phins crews. remained in captivity, and the 
sum of 18.009 sequins was demanded for their 
ransom. In July of the same year, Mahomet 
Bashaw died, after a reign of 24 years. He 
was aman of unceummon talents, having raised 
himself to supreme authority from the rank ef 
a common soldier—he was suceeded by Hassan 
Bashew. Im March, :794,the number ef Ameri- 
can prisoners at Alviers was 112. Capt Burn- 
harn was ransomed by his friends, for 4000 dol. 
lars. In the beginning of 1795, a petition was 
addressed to the Clergy of every denomination, 
in the United States, soliciting their interposi- 
tion, and a general contribution to obtain the 
release of our captive brethren. In Nov of the 
sane year, a treaty was concluded with the 
Dey ot Algiers by Joseph Donaldsos, who had 
been deputed for that purpose. But the treaty 
was not fully ratified, nor the prisoners giver 
up, unitl a year or two afterwards. In part 
execution of the treaty, the frigate Crescent 
was presented tothe Dey. Hassan Bashaw, di- 
ed in May, 1798, and was succeeded by Cabe 


Mustapha, who renewed the treaty with the U. 
States. 


In February, 1600, a vessel destined to Al- 
giers with naval stores, from our government 
not having arrived, notice was given that un!ess 
she should arrive in 50 days, the Dey would 
commence hostilities against us. Hostilities 
were however averted by the exertions of our 
consul until the arrival of the An erican sqnad- 
ron at Algiers. suly 9, 1801, bringing the stipu- 
lat d stores and presents.

(ANCIENT & MODERN) 

THE ichigion of the ancient. Persians 
has beeui a grand subject of discussion 
and ci-pule among many eminent literati, Ig 
seems, however, to have undergone some re- 
forms, perticalarly in the reign of Darms Hy- 
staspes, the period in which the celebrated Zo- 
roaster is supposed to have lived. In regard to 
the reform oi the Magian religion, said to bave 
taken place under Darius, the learted are not 
agreed concerming the particulars in which it 
consisted, nor even in what relates to the per- 
son oi Zervaster, ‘The ancient writers men- 
tion several of that name, whe lived at difterent 
perieds; and indeed the whole history of this 
celebrated personuge is involved in obseurity 
and forms a labyrinth of contradictions. But 
in respect of religion, it is evident, from the 
concurrent testimony of all writers, that the 
Persians ever adhered to the wership efone 
supreme, emuipotent, and eternal Beine, with- 
out the intervention of images, or any other 
material representations, although they vener- 
ated the sua and fire as the pure symbo's of the 
divinity, Their kings,indesd, were accustom. 
ed to teed the sacred fires with precious oils 
and rich aren‘aticks; but divine honours were 
never paid either to this clement or to the sun. 
In the times of remote antiquity, the Persians 
had ne temples, but ereeted altars on the tops 
of mountains, and in other solitary places, 
where they kept their sacred fires. But after 
the reiorm by Zoroaster, they erected pyrea, 
or fire-temples, for keeping the sacred symbols: 
with greater convenience. Some Persians 
acknowledged an evil principle, whom they 
called Ahrimaa. Some writers suppose that 
they believe the co-eternity of Orismasdes and 
Ahriman, or the good and evil principle ; 
wh.le others ave ofa contrary opinion, and as- 
sert that this doctrine was first invented by the 
arch-heretic Manes. ‘Fhe Persians, like the 
Jews, shewed their abhorrence of idolatry, by 
destroy:ng. the temples & idgls wherever thar 
amis Were victorious. 

The religion of Persia, ever since the cour- 
try was conquered by the Caliphs, is well 
known to be the Mahomedzn. Bat the Per- 
sians being of the sect of Elali, adopt the mild. 
est sysicin of Mahomedanism, wud are regard- 
ed as hereticks by tae Turks and Arabians, 
who cail them chias, but distinguish them. 
selves by the name of sunnis er erihodox. FPa- 
kirs, or wandering monks, abound in Persia; 
bat they are neither so Humerous nor so extra- 
vagunitly fantastical as those of Hindusian. The 
Psrsees, or Guebers, the only remnant of the 
religion oi Zoroaster, have been almust extir- 
pated by Muhomedan zeal; and searcely any 
of them remainin Persin. execpt a few igner- 
ant vuiaries of the everlasting fire, who visit 
the eruptions of Nuptha, near Baku, on the 
wesitiii shore of the Gaspian.
